WEATHER VITAL FACTOR

front-line dispatches describe the situation 
as “both confused and serious.” 


Quite possibly it is but a final and 
frantic attempt, stemming from sheer 
desperation, to regain the initiative—one 
last effort again to utilize successfully the 
blitzkrieg tactics with which the unpre- 
pared armies of their foes of 39 and 40 
were unable to cope. 


And then again, of course, it may be 


the long-awaited rnd carefully-planned in- 
augural of a continuing offensive which, 
with the aid of new and unrevealed de- 
velopments in the realm of armament and 
strategy, has rekindled German victory 


hopes. 
One thing we know: Whatever their 


aim and motive, the Nazi high command 
is paying a high price for their resurgent 
success. Losses in men and tanks and 
planes have been large. The Germans 
have traded blood for ground and paid a 
high rate of exchange. N 


And of this, too, we are certain: Those 
who said the war was far from over have 
been right all along. Those who talked of 
a quick peace and easy victory have ren- 
dered their nation a great disservice. 


The war is still with us. The boys 
won't be out of the trenches by Christmas. 
Indeed there have been times in the past 
four days when one has wondered if 
they’d be home by Christmas, 1945. 


V-E Day is not just around the corner. 
There is neither time nor reason for com- 
placency on the home front. 


One Corcoran Is Enough--and More 


Since the seventy- eighth congress has 
adjourned without making the indicated 
investigation of the influence wielded by 
Lobbyist Tommy Corcoran in a number of 
government departments, we hope its suc- 
cessor will at least enact legislation to 
prevent others from following the unethi- 
cal yet lucrative road down which the tal- 
ented Tommy has traveled. | 


Such a bill was presented in the fall of 
1941 by Sen. Hatch, of New Mexico. It 
provided simply that ex-government em- 
ployes would be prohibited from practicing 
before any government department or 
agency for two years after leaving govern- 


ment’ service. It was a good bill. But it 
never got out of committee. 


The American people, already sus- 
picious of war surplus disposal inequities, 
will insist—and rightly—that some such 
legislation be passed to prohibit govern- 
ment employes with ‘nside information 
from taking fat sinecures advising prospec- 
tive purchasers of the location of public 
property plums.

The Facts The poll tax is not a Negro question or problem, 
not even in Mississippi. If we permit Congressman

Indeed, if one wanted to put the poll tax debate on a purely 
anti- Negro basis, there would be then eVery reason why it should 
be abolished. In every one of the eight states in which it exists, 
with the possible exception of Mississippi, it bars more white per- 
sons than Negroes. 


And there, with the coming of mechanical cotton production, the 
same situation will soon be true. The literacy tests, which every 
state employs when it abolishes the poll tax, could be employed if 
the issue were strictly an anti-Negro one. 


Indeed, I never understood why the southern demagogues didn’t 
lead the way to abolishing the poll tax. I used to be very — 
, e 
poll tax disfranchises, among others, thousands of the typé which 
feed on the sugared promises of the demagogue. 

In Tennessee it is officially announced the poll tax disfran- 
chises six to seven white persons for every Negro. In Georgia the 
ratio is about four and a half to one. And so it runs in Alabama, 


South Carolina and other states which have it. ) 
Only eight states retain it, they being Georgia, South Carolina, 


Alabama, Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, Virginia and Mississippi. 
Louisiana and Florida abolished\it a few years ago. North Carolina 
rid herself of it 20 years ago. The only result was that more 
persons voted than ever before. Assuredly the Negroes did not take 
over the states. 


Abolition of the poll tax would bring about no 
No Panacea millinneum, would prove no panacea, would bring 
about no great réform in government. 


It would simply allow more persons to vote. A surprising num- 


bér of good citizens cannot pay themselves back into votifg status 


once they fall behind. Many a person in Georgia, confronted with 
the necessity of paying $17.50 to be allowed to vote, cannot pay it. 
In other states it costs more. 

There should be, of course, as there already are on the statute 
books of almost every state, literacy standards. They must be fairly 
administered. 

The trouble with the poll tax has been, and is, that too many 
professional agitators and too many of those who thrive on the 
publicity it affords, use the poll tax as an exercise bar on which 
to give their public exhibitions. They have retarded its abolition 
and they prevent calm discussion of it. Now they have been joined 
by Congressman Powell who, swinging by a figurative tail, does 
his little act, accepting with pleasure the plaudits and the peanuts. 


Despite all these, we ought to rid ourselves of the poll tax 
simply because it gives a better chance for better government,

Nat- 
urally we want to know what sort 
of constitutions he does like, for 
which information we turn to my 
little library of constitutions, some 
of which, incidentally, are very 
hard to get, even if a fellow hap- 
pens to be a member, For ex- 
ample, I was talkin, the other day 
to a poor working stiff, a common 
man as Henry Wallace, a very 
uncommon man himself, would 
call the guy, who had just had his 
ears kicked off by the president 
of his local for protesting against 
a speed-up arranged by the mob 
in command, When I read his 
union book and saw some men- 
tion of sick benefits and a burial 
fund I asked, “What are these sick 
and burial funds?” 


“Huh?” the guy said, “I dunno. 
I never heard of them. They don’t 
leave us see the constitution.” 


Oh, before I go any further, I 
want to show you how Padway 
and Mr. Big team up in this thing. 
Roosevelt sent Padway over to Eu- 
rope last year in company with 
old Dan Tobin as a representative 
of American “labor.” That shows 
you how he stands with the boss. 


Well, here is the oath that an 
American sailor has to take when 
Mr. Big’s political henchmen drive 
him into the National Maritime 
Union: 


“I solemnly swear to be true 
and loyal to the union and the la- 
bor cause and to obey all rules the 
union may adopt.“ 


That means the sailor obligates 
himself, in advance, to follow the 
Communist party line when the 
union follows the line as it has 
done pretty consistently from the 
beginning, even though he may 
sincerely believe the union has 
adopted rules inimical to the Unit- 
ed States.

This clause invites the * 
clique to blacklist any shop, res 
taurant or product and divert the 
patronage of the members to ri- 
vals in trade who might be willing 
to lay a little something on the 
line in return for the favor. 


In the same constitution it is 
written that the hundreds of thou- 
sands of members must buy life 
insurance under a group policy 
negotiated by the son of the un- 
ion’s president, now emeritus, who 
gets a commission on every dollar 
of the premiums, If they don’t

A 
woman we had seen in the lobby 
of the Junior League Speech 
school across the street waited 
beside us and watched Susy a 
moment and then she looked up, 
friendliness and compassion on 
her plain face. 


“Ts your little girl deaf?” she 
asked. 


It’s a strange thing but at the 
first suggestion your child is any- 
thing but normal you feel swift 
anger and an abrupt. denial is on 
your lips. But there is the thing 
the teacher in the speech school 
said and you haltingly repeat it. 


„No. No, she’s not deaf. She 
has a little trouble with her 
speech—oral inactivity, Miss Cos- 
tello said.“ 

The woman’s face cleared. “Oh, 
then she’s all right! My little 
boy’s completely deaf.” She look- 
ed over the apartment house 
lawn where two boys around 12 
years old romped hilariously, leap- 
ing over the concrete pedestal of 
a sundial, mowing each other 
down with imaginary machine 
guns and punting and passing an 
empty carton the wind had swept 
along the sidewalk. You had no- 
ticed their game and ‘had uncon- 
sciously noted there was some- 
thing odd about it. Two lively 
boys playing boisterously in the 
sunshine—but not making a 
sound! 

“The blond boy—the one in the 
blue ear muffs—he’s my son,” the 
woman said proudly. He's been 
coming to Speech school about a 
year now and he’s a changed 
child. Used to be, he 5 around 
the house all the time and played 
by himself. Now I can’t keep him 
at home. He’s always out some- 
where with his gang. Just like a 
normal, healthy kid, I guess.” 

The way she said “normal” gave 
it a wonderful, special sound. She

before she went on. 

“When he had to make signs to 
talk he was bashful and didn’t 
want to go anywhere. Now you 
can’t tell he’s any. different from 
the other young ones in the neigh- 
borhood. It's this lip-reading 
they teach at the school. He can 
tell what anybody is saying by 
just looking at their lips—and he 
can talk pretty well himself al- 
ready. He'll get better at that 
all the time.” 

You had watched them back 
at the school, the way they taught 
totally deaf and hard-of-hearing 
children to understand both the 
written and spoken word and to 
both read and speak themselves. 
The little ones of kindergarten age 
watch the teacher’s lips carefully 


no matter how desperate the labor 
shortage.

“You see,” Miss Costello ex- 
plained after she had heard Susy 
identify “dozens of pictures on lit- 
tle cards,” there's not a thing 
wrong with her mouth or her 
hearing. She just hasn't learned 
sound discrimination. If I stood 
behind her and said ‘thumb’ and 
‘fumb,’ she would have no idea 
which.I said first.” 

Susy’s problem is not one she 
will outgrow but it can be clear- 
ed up completely with corrective 
lessons, Miss Costello says. Doz- 
ens of other children and grown- 
ups have dropped their mortifying 
speech defects in the school at 
1430 West Peachtree, and when 
you have visited the school that 
seems a minor miracle. Minor, 
that is, when you watch a little 
boy who cannot hear himself talk 
get on the street car and in a 
clear, practically normal voice 
say: Two tokens and a transfer, 
please.” 


The line taken by Dr. Goebbels 
in the Greek affair indicates the 
seriousness of the dilemma’ of 
United Nations relations. Acting 
on a pure propaganda impulse, the 
German radio first took the line 
that the Greek people were right 
ly resisting British occupation 
forces. It was.an appeal to Eu- 
rope to recognize. that the Allies 
were after. domination, not libera- 
tion. 

But on second thought Goebbels 
changed to a political line. It says 
to the British: I told you so; the 
European continent is undermined 
with Communism; Britain is not 
strong enough to suppress it; Rus- 
sia will back it; and therefore 
Britain needs Germany, the real 
bulwark against Bolshevism. 

This has been the ace card of 
Germany since 1933—the fear of 
European left- 
conservative Bri circles; It lies 
behind Munich and explains the 
early appeasement policy. 

Now Goebbels hopes to revive 
it, and the Greek situation gives 
the Nazis the chance to do so. As 
Nazis,. they will not succeed, But 
I am not sure that circles who orig- 
inally backed Fascism will not, in 
the long run, suceeed. 

If we criticize British policy, it 
must not be with self-zighteous- 
ness. The United States, in the 
Giraud case, made similar at- 
tempts. We have also not chosen 
to wage a straight anti-Fascist war. 
The United Nations have not de- 


veloped any principles to guide 
them. The Atlantic Charter, sol-“ 
emnly signed by America, Britain, 
and the Soviet Union, has been 


abandoned. Those who have in- 
sisted on the application of prin- 
ciples have been called “idealists,” 
and for the first time in American 
history the word is opprobrious. 
The “realists’—for whom the 
word used to be “cynic”—have 
taken the line that power alone is 
what matters and that it can be 
separately exercised in assigned 
areas. 


Now we see where such “real- 
ism” leads us. Far from establish- 
ing our mutual power, it brings us 
into a conflict of powers. Instead 
of easing the conflicts between 
left and right, it exaggerates them. 
We have made a virtue of muddle- 
headedness and called it wisdom. 
We have refused to learn from 
the mistakes of our enemies. At 
Munich, and in the. Russo-German 
pact, the attempt was made to 
keep peace by dividing Europe 
into “orbits.” At Munich, Czecho- 
slovakia came into the German 
“orbit.” When Hitler, therefore, 
with realistic logic, believed he 
could occupy Prague and set up a 
puppet government, he was 
amazed that the western powers, 
especially Britain, cried that ‘he 
had “gone too far.“ 


The Russo-German pact was an 
attempt to define orbits between 


the Soviet Union and Germany. It 


movements in 


Greece has, by mutual agreement, 
been made a British “sphere” at 
least during the war—but without 
defining what rights, obligations 
and limitations the assignment en- 
tailed. The same is true in Po- 
land. It is regarded as within a 
Soviet orbit, but without the obli- 
gation, and limitations of a com- 
mon policy. 

Now, when each proceeds to act 
according to ‘unilateral concepts of 
interest, the others are appalled. 
And Britain and the United States 
being democracies, the people in 
both countries react regardless of 
their government. The Greek issue 
becomes a British and an Ameri- 
can domestic issue. And there is 
no standard of reference, no court 
of principle, to which the issue can 
be referred.

Three Billion 
Highway Bill 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(7)— 
President Roosevelt signed today 
a bill authorizing a $1,673,250,000 
federal contribution toward a $3,- 
173,250,000 , three-year postwar 
highway program. 

And, in an accompanying state- 
ment, he praised congress for hav- 
ing made possible advance plan- 
ning of “needed facilities on a 
sound basis.” Mr. Roosevelt 


dded: 

“Now it becomes a challenge to 
the states, counties and cities 
which must originate the specific 
projects and get the program 
ready for construction after the 
war ends. 

“It is likewise a notice to the 
44 state legislatures which con- 
vene in 1945 that the highway pro- 
gram will require their prompt 
and vigorous attention.” 

States would supply 31,500,000, 
000 on a 50-50 matching basis to 
become eligible for the larger 
share of the federal money author- 
ized by the bill. 

The federal cash still has to be 
appropriated, however. 

Mr. Roosevelt noted that the 
legislation made several impor- 
tant changes in national policy 
for highway development. He 
commented on the authority for 
designation by state and federal 
governments of an interregional 
highway network.

Members of the Committee of 
Editors and Writers of the South, 
an informal and unaffiliated or- 
ganization sponsoring the meeting, 
emphasized, however, that pay- 
ment of poll tax as a voting pre- 
requisite was only one of the re- 
strictions to be discussed. 

. Spokesmen listed others as lim- 

ited periods for registration and 
inconvenient location of registra- 
tion places, excessive residence re- 
quirements, discretionary powers 
given officials administering lit- 
eracy tests, the holding of white 
primaries, and limited hours for 
voting. 

“Real democracy, as I see it, is 
a democracy permitting a majority 
vote,” said Mark Ethridge, pub- 
lisher of the Louisville (Ky.) 
Courier-Journal, one of the spon- 
sors of the committee, “There are 
a number of practices which are 
deliberately designed to preclude 
or discourage voting, particularly 
in the south.”

year. 

The Commerce Department esti- 
mated today that 97 billion dob 
lars will have been spent for goods 
and services in 1944. That's 6 per 
cent bigger than last year. It's 
more than half again as big as 1939 
spending, which totaled $61,700,- 

000. 

Theres a war on. But the de- 
partment said enough civilian 
goods were produced in 1944 to 
satisfy most of consumers’ wants. 
There were “some inconveniences 
but no hardships.” |

“Oh, don’t do: that!” chorused 
the rest of the women, who sat 
through the entire program, in- 
cluding the forum that was con- 
ducted afterwards.

Casualty 
News To Be 
speeded 


Next of kin of Army casualties 
are now assured casualty informa- 
tion direct from the field of battle 
under a new plan adopted by the 
War Department. 

The plan, as explained by Maj. 
Gen. Frederick C. Uhl, command- 
ing general of the Fourth Service 


Command, will cut down the long 


period of waiting between the 
first casualty telegram and receipt 
of details from the War Depart- 
ment or from the wounded men 
themselves. 

In the case of men killed in ac- 


tion, a letter from the command- 


ing officer or the chaplain of the 
man’s organization will follow the 
casualty telegram and letter of 
condolence from the War Depart- 
ment, giving details on the circum- 
stance of death, funeral arrange- 
ments and burial. 

When men are seriously wound- 
ed, a letter from the hospital staff 
will go to the next of kin explain- 
ing the nature of the wound. Re- 
ports on the progress of ‘seriously 
wounded men will be sent direct- 
ly from the hospital every 15 days 
as long as the soldier remains on 
the seriously wounded list. 

More than 4,000 casualty tele- 
grams are delayed each month, 
Gen. Uhl said, because next of 
kin fail to natify the War Depart- 
ment of changes in address. 

All changes of address of next 
of kin should be reported to the 
casualty branch of the adjutant 
general’s office in Washington, 
Gen. Uhl added. The informa- 


tion should include both the old 


and new addresses, the soldier’s 
full name, rank, serial number, 
and organization and APO num- 
bers. 9
